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Have Speed Tests Value? 


py the recent regrettable happening at Daytona, when 
Lee Bible was killed in trying to better Major Segrave’s 
newly established mile speed record, there has been a con- 
siderable amount of comment pro and con, on the whole 
idea of these speed contests. Ernest N. Smith, general man- 
ager of the American Automobile Association, holds that 
motor racing is an extremely valuable adjunct of industrial 
development. He cites the possibility that front whee] drive 
cars may become a factor in commercial production, an 
event that would have been made possible solely by the use 
of this type of drive in automobile racing. The American 


Automobile Association is going to continue its control of 
motor racing. The association feels that racing would con- 
tinue anyway and that without adequate control and super- 
vision it would probably develop along lines that would make 
it more dangerous than it is today. This is certainly a 
logical conclusion. 

On the other hand, Col. Vincent of Packard believes 
that such a feat as Major Segrave at Daytona adds nothing 
of value to the industry. C. B. Veal, the consulting engineer 
and research manager of the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers, believes that racing today yields little of value to the 
engineers. He cites the fact that while most of the com- 
panies maintained racing stables some years ago, very few 
of them now take any active part in racing. Mr. Veal, how- 
ever, does concede that racing has made many contribu- 
tions to commercial design and construction. The New 


York Times quotes him as follows:— 

“It is true, however, that racing makes it possible to try out new 
designs and developments in a competitive and searching manner. 
It has yielded important results in the past. 

“Racing abroad was directly responsible for the successful 
development of four-wheel brakes. Reduction in weight of all me- 
chanical parts has been another direct benefit accruing from racing. 
To meet the requirements of racing, centers of gravity have been 
lowered and greater stability secured. Steering mechanisms have 
been directly improved. These things, also, have been reflected in the 
development of the modern passenger car. While it may appear that 
there can be little in common between the body of a normal car and 
that of the racing machine, experience in racing has yielded infor- 
mation on head resistance which has resulted in the modification 
in body shapes. 

“Tire construction has benefited remarkably, and, with the im- 
provement of tires, racing required the development of dependable, 
demountable rims which facilitated tire changes. 

“Racing has led to improvement in fuel. It has been influential 
in bringing about more effective fuel induction systems involving 
carburetor, manifolding and valving. One of the direct benefits has 
been in the improvement in the design of connecting rods and con- 
necting rod bearings. Both the pistons and rods have been made 
lighter and at the same time better functioning has been secured. 

“Among the features of the chassis which may gradually be 
passed on to passenger cars may be mentioned small unsprung weight, 
precision balancing of tires and wheels, strength and elasticity in 
frames, the replacement of cast parts by sheet steel with welded 
joints and improvements in steering gears.” 


It would seem to us that motor racing has been an 
important factor in commercial development, even if its 
value today is not as great as it was some years ago. And 
rertainly every one will agree in holding that if we are to 
ave racing, the American Automobile Association does 
wisely in staying at the helm.

For this reason 
good stocks of such items are 
needed to warrant sustained sales 
activity, because when demand is 
created the goods must be available 
if they are to benefit from their} 

effort. 

The wholesaler and dealer must} 
merchandise their wares if they| 


are to keep the automotive busi- | 
ness alive and in the forefront of 
business progress. 

There are times when a basic 
commodity loses favor through no 
weakness or fault of its own, but | 
simply due to lack of merchandis- 
ing effort. Take the case of oak.) 
Up until recently it might be said | 
that oak had gone out of fashion, | 
due to its producers having de- 
pended upon it to sell itself and 
having made no aggressive effort 
to create and increase consumer | 
acceptance. Oak is coming back 
now, because intelligent advertising | 
and sales efforts are being put, 
behind it 

What happened to oak could very 
well happen in a certain degree to 
the automotive business. 

Again there is another competi- 
tion in general business today. In- 
stead of being merely a contest 
between two or more industries in 
the automotive field competing for 
the consumer's’ doliar, there are 
many other industries after the 
dollar—and the consumer has only 
so many dollars to spend. 

In other words, through merchan- 
dise and sales effort. dealers must 
keep the car owner interested in his 
car. They must keep him from zet- 
ting in the frame of mind of con- 
sidering his car nothing more than 
a means of transportation. They | 
must help him retain pride of own- | 
ership, because it is pride of owner- | 
ship that causes an owner to keep! 
his car clean, polished, well-oiled, | 
greased, in good repair, etc. 

This pride of ownership is kept | 
alive through the manufacturer, | 
wholesaler and dealer constantly 
advertising, displaying merchandise 
and service before him, with the 
urge to keep his car in proper shape, 
and also add comfort, safety and 
economy appliances. The result of 
this is more money spent in the ac- 
cessory, replacement and _=6 service 
field of the automotive business, in- 
stead of other fields of business. 

That is why I say that the 
wholesaler should carry adequate 
stocks, and of some merchandise | 
large stocks, so that he can afford | 
to aggressively advertise, push and | 
sell them to the dealers, and then | 
press them to sell to the consumer. 

I believe firmly that if whole- | 
salers should buy merchandise only | 
on a “hand to mouth” basis, or re- 
tard sales effort, they would soon 
find themselves out of business, be- 
cause, without goods, and sales push 


back of them to interest car owners | sell, create demand and obtain sales 
and keep up pride of ownership, car effort from his dealer.

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UTOMOTIVE jobbers through- 

out the country are striking a 
new note in modern merchandis- 
ing. They are leaning more and 
more teward the annual show idea, 
not so much toward participation 
in automobile shows, but in hold- 
ing shows for the dealer trade 
alone. 

In most instances it has been 
noted that these jobbers hire halls 
|in which to show their products, in- 
stead of bringing the dealers to their 
showrooms. This has the added ad- 
vantage of more room, for in most 
instances no jobber has room enough 
in his own place for the hundreds 
of dealers and their salesmen who 
generally attend these affairs. 

A most striking instance in shows 
this year was one held in Vancouver, 
|B. C., where the jobber paid the 
traveling expenses of more than 100 
out-of-town dealers in addition to 
staging a banquet and _ several 
luncheon meetings. The number of 
extra sales made during the show 
probably did not pay for the extra 
cost of this show, but was probably 
made up in the good will that this 
jobber secured from the trade. 
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OBBERS are feeling out the 
benefit that mav be derived 
from the big splurge being made 
in the aviation industry. These 
having headquarters in airport 
centers probably stand the best 
chance of selling to the aviation 
industry, but will probably not 
stock in quantity until they de- 
termine just what replacements 
and parts are likely to be in de- 
mand. 
| For instance, parts and equipment 
| jobbers in Philadelphia are stocking 
lonly such standardized items as 
| bearings, valves, pistons, rings and 
|pins. This would probably be sate 
| for jobbers in other cities where air- 
ports are located, but it must al- 
ways be borne in mind that, as the 
aviation industry grows, airplane 
manufacturers may locate parts di- 
visions at the ports using their 
planes. 

An instance showing the trend in 
what aviation is liable to do is an 
announcement from the Wright 
Corporation that it will locate a 
twenty-four-hour parts and service 
division in the Newark Airport, Cur- 
tiss Field, Chicago Airport and 
twenty-three other flying fields in 
the country.

Color combinations totaling 176 
on 225 different types of cars, 
considering each variation, even 
minor, as a separate type, are 
now furnished. This is done with- 
eut sacrificing production speed. 
In fact, with the new set-up a car 
is rolling off the preduction line 
at the Hudson-Essex plant every 
sixteen seconds, 

Present public demand is for in 
dividuality. The car of today must 
meet the buyer's desire for distinct- 
tion. This has brought about the 
wide range of color combinations 
now announced by Hudson-Essex. 

This company, the largest pro- 
ducer of bodies from one single 
plant, now furnishes the color com- 
bination ordered by the dealer on 
only three days’ notice Despite 
this fact. complete inventory is 
turned twenty times a month, which 
is recognized as a manufacturing 
achievement 

Because of improved systems of 
conveying parts at Hudson. the 
company has been able to pertect 
the synchronization of the arrival uf 
the 2,000 parts at the assembly line 

The company now is turning 
out 1,900 cars a day and has 25,- 
000 employees. 

Of course, there have been ex- 
traordinary conditions to meet. 
For example, the body plant, 
where Hudson and Essex bodies 
are made, is five miles from the 
assembly line. Sources of sup- 
ply of other finished, and espe- 
cially colored parts, are within a 
few yards of the assembly line.

Highest Value in Open Market 


New York, March 22.—Outstand- 
ing shares of the General Motors 
Corporation had an open market 
value yesterday of about $4,160,000,- 
000, believed to be the greatest ag- 
gregate valuation ever shown by the 
shares of any company, when the 
common stock reached a new high 
of 91%. 

General Motors common stock, of 
which there are 43,500,000 shares 
outstanding, were worth on the 
market yesterday $3,991,125,000 when 
the new high was touched. The 
1,310,321 shares of $100 par 7 per 
cent. cumulative preferred, at $125 
a share, were worth $163,790,125. In 
addition there is outstanding $1,- 
609,500 of $100 par 6 per cent. cu- 
mulative preferred as well as $2,- 
274.400 of $100 par 6 per cent. cu- 
mulative debenture stock. Neither 
of the 6 per cent. stocks was traded 
in yesterday.

SHERMAN MOTOR PRODUCTS, INC. 
HEN a new company enters the manufacturing field 
with a product that fills a real need, its chance for 
success depends largely on the marketing ability of the 
organization. Sherman Motor Products, Inc., in a little more 
than a year, by virtue of a product that is more than a mere 
convenience or a passing fad and a well directed sales cam- 


paign, has established itself in the automotive field. 

Sherman Motor Products, Inc., of New York city, was incorporated 
in January, 1928, with a capitalization of $25,000 in preferred and no par 
common stock. No further stock has been issued. 

The first year of operations was naturally largely devoted to round- 
ing out the company’s line and getting into mass production, New 
units have been added constantly and new ones are being developed at 
the present time. 

Production is increasing steadily and the demand in the first 
two months of this year indicates a steadily increasing market. The 
Sherman ignition hoods have been adopted as standard equipment 
by the Checker Cab Manufacturing Corporation for all its 1929 taxi- 
cabs and have been specified for one of the leading makes of eight- 
cylinder passenger cars this spring.

FIDELITY TIRE AND RUBBER COMPANY 

MONG the smaller manufacturing units in the tire 

industry, the Fidelity Tire and Rubber Company of 
Warren, O., has shown a consistent growth since its incor- 
poration in 1926.
